Going to Jail Is Not Too Bad- 
Providing You're Just Visiting

1 went to jail last Wednesday. 
The elevator slopped on Ihe ilflh 


'loor of the lleinpsleurl 
County 


Coiirlhoujc, the sleel doors were 
opened, and suddenly I was in- 
bide a place about which most cit- 
zens know very little. 


As f was merely gathering facts, 


[his 
trip was entirely voluntary, 


I'm happy to say. And, llianks lo 
the sheriff's wife, I found oul much 
1 had never known. 


In slories, movies, and articles 


we hear and sec much these days 
about prisons, but it is usually in 
regard to stale or federal peni- 
IcntiariHS, You may rest assured 
lhat the jail al Ihe county court- 
house also has more than adequate 
facilities for its prisoners. 


This place of confiiiemeiiil which 


serves as ibolh Ihc counly and cily 
jail fills Ihe entire top floor of the 
building, wilh Hie exception of the 
five room apartment where the 
sheriff and his wife live. 


The prisoner); pro, porvpi^j, two 


meals each day — breakfast and a 
mid-afternoon 
meal — and 
the 


total cost of the food must nol ex- 
ceed Ihe daily expense allotment 
of $1.50 for each prisoner. By buy- 
ing in bulk and shopping for bar- 
gains, this requirement is met. 


Although the sheriff's apartment 


is technically an unfurnished one, 
the county does provide it with 
a large refrigerator and a huge 
inslilution-type kitchen range be- 
cause this is where Hie prisoners' 
lood is prepared. 


When food is served Ihe pris- 


oners, il is never necessary lo 
open the cell doors, fur (he indi- 
vidual trays arc tho width of small 
hmdged openings in each door. 
The cells themselves have two 
bunk beds and a small bathroom in 
each one, 


Showers are thereby available, 


but no towels are furnished. Of 
course, razors arc not allowed, so 
the men do not shave except in 
certain cases. 


Separate groups ol coils are used 


for while and Negro, men and 
women, 
All 
{Such qunt'lers 
are 


cleaned once a week by janilors 
al tho courthouse. To give an Idea 
of how many people are "tem- 
porary occupants" of these quar- 
ters, the names of 43 county pris- 
oners and 21 cily prisoners aie on 
Ihe records for .sometime in Jan- 
uary, 1058. 


City and counly prisoners usual- 


ly serve shorl sentences, ranging 
irom over-night lo maybe 72 days, 
while more serious crimes result in 
their removal to the stale peni- 
tentiary. 


Dim lighls burn 24 hours a day 


in Ihe jail corridors. The prisoners 
arc- checked al meal-times and each 
night.
